Chicago, May 19.—Any doubt that 
the public hesitates to patronize the 
most rapid transit is dispelled by fig- 


ures of the National Air Transport, 
Inc., flying over the Chicago-New 
York airway, the. eastern division of 
the company’s air Tines. 

In April the planes carried a total 
of 4,775 pounds of air express, and 
approximately double the amount han- 
died during March. On the day and 
overnight service between Chicago and 
New York 48,454 ponnds of air mail 
were handled in April, while for the 
same period a total of 10,849 pounds 
of mail were carried over the sbuth- 
western division 6f the Chicago-Kan- 
sas City-Dallas airway. 

Twenty-six passengers were carried 
during April, 12 between Chicago and 
New York and 14 between Chicago 
and Kansas City.

pany mine here late today by a heavy | 
explosion.. At least 16 of the men| 
were known tonight to have bratticed | 
themselves in an entry 3,000 feet from | 
the shaft. They were alive and re-| 
ported by the mine telephone system | 
that they were getting some fresh air. | 

Reports that the bodies of 20 miners | 
had been located by rescuers were, 
‘brought to.the surface tonight by J. 
H. Evans, general superintendent. He 
said that the rescuers had found 20 
bodies in the main entry a half mile 
in the workings. 

The mine is owned by the Mather 
Colleries company. C. A. Bower, as- 
sistant superintendent, told news- 
papermen that he did not know how | 
many men were trapped. The cause) 
ef the blast was undetermined. | 

At the Waynesburg hospital it was 
said that five men brought there were | 
in a critical condition. They were un- | 
conscious and doctors and nurses were | 
struggling to maintain the spark of | 
life with oxygen. | 

In a statement at midnight, 
cials of the ceal company said that! 
“some bodies have been located” by | 
rescuers, and that it was known that 
‘Tom Callaghan and 15 companions, 
‘who bratticed themselves in at one 
section, were safe. They added that 
“more than 100 men” were in the 
mine at the time of the blast and 
that a “few” escaped alive. They were 
optimistic that others would , be 
‘brought out safely. Eighteen rescue 
crews were on the job. 

The scene about the mine mouth 
was one of utter confusion. The en- 
tire population of the village rushed 
out as they felt the quake. Knowing 
the ways of mines, they understood, 
realizing that an explosion had swept 
the mine and endangered their kin. 
Some women and children cried aloud. 
‘Others stood mute, wondering what 
fate held in store for their loved ones 
trapped below. Mine officials rushed 
about in a frenzy, calling for volun- 
teers to don masks and enter the work- 
ings. They did not have to speak 
twice, for practically every man pres-

ent wanted to go down and aid his 
fellaw workers. A check of the tag 
beard at the shaft entry showed 155 
men inside, but miners pointed out 
that it was not a definite check, many 
‘men, going to work in a hurry and 
forgetting to hang their tags. 

' The five men who were rescued 
had just entered the mine. They were 
lowered in the cage to the main en- 
try.. As they stepped from the ele- 
vator a gush of wind gave warning 
of the coming explosion. Then came 
the shock of the blast. Luckily they 
were near the bottom of the shaft 
and the first rescue crew brought them 
eut. Volunteers from all parts of the 
Greene, Fayette and Washington coal 
fields rushed to Mather, as did the 
trained crews of the United States 
‘bureau of mines from Pittsburgh. The 
‘bureau men went by truck, and a bu- 
reau rescue car was ordered in from 
Nanty-Glo. The shaft, 350 feet deep, 
was partly blocked by a cave-in, as 
was the main tunnel. One rescue 
erew succeeded in reaching a point 
2.000 feet back, where their progress 
was halted by gas and serious cave- 
ins. Reports were that the mine was 
on fire far back in the workings. 

- Shortly after the explosion rocked 
the district, the mine telephone in a 
shed near the shaft tinkled. This line 
carried word tae the surface from the 
living tomb. Tom Callaghan. veteran | 
miner, was on the inside end. He said: 
“T have 15 men with me. We are brat- 
ticed in my little coop some 300 feet 
back. ‘We are getting some good air 
bat we don’t know how long it will 
Jast. Hurry.”

mated, 

Those who had known Haywood in 
his days of leadership of the Ameri- 
can Industrial Workers of the Worid 
or in the early stages of his chosen 


exile were surprised to see how his 
powerful body had been wasted by 
his long illness, 

He was carried in a small scarlet 
coffin hedged by fresh lilies and fol- 
lowed by four crepe-draped red ban- 
ners representing the four sections of 
the communist internationale, 

Following the military band were 
the ‘mourners, who were nearly all 
foreigners, either European or Asiatic, 
with hardly a single Russian except 
Mrs. Haywood and a few of her wom- 
én friends. 

Despite the predictions of a big 
soviet funeral, it was one of the most 
modest ever givenea political refugee 
here. This may have been due to the 
gradual estrangement of Haywood 
rom vital Russian communist activi- 
ties due to his long illness. The speak- 
ers included Louis Engdall of the

GAINS HEADWAY 


Three More States Go for 
Leaders During Past 
Week as Final Roundup 
Begins in Earnest. 


Washington, May 19.—(4)—Chal- 
lenged in several states by politieai 
rivals but in others having rather 
smooth sailing, Heover ang Smith 
gained more convention delegates this 
week as their supporters confidently 
claimed they were headed straight for 
the presidential nominations and their 
opponents contended they still bave 
a long, hard road, with plenty of pit- 
falls, to travel. 

Conceded even by his foes to have 
picked up a batch of delegates from 
Alabama, Montana, New Jersey and 
Oregon, the commerce secretary ran 
his estimated strength, including 
claims that are disputed stoutly by 
his opposition, up close the 545 
majority required for nomination at 
Kansas City. His lieutenants put out 
the claim that he actually had passed 
the 500 mark, but in this grouping 
were slightly more than 200 delegates 
which rival field marshals insist can- 
not be listed with fairness in the 
Hoover column. 

Smith, faced with the necessity .of 
lining up 733 1-2 convention votes if 
he is to be nominated at Houston, 
increased his elaimed total to around 
600 on the basis of actual selections 
to date, with his control over 76 of 
these delegates challenged by the op- 
position. During the week delegations 
from Montana, Vermont, Wyoming 
and New Mexico were instructed to 
support the New York governor, and 
he landed the 28 New Jersey and thé 
ten Oregon delegates selected in pri- 
maries, 

In South Carolina, however, ~ the 
18 delegates were given instructions 
to work for the nomination of a 
known dry, after an attempt to in- 
struct definitely against Smith had 
failed. 

Last Delegates in Ten Days. 

The South Dakota primaries will 
be held Tuesday, with Lowden: alone 
entered on the republican side of the 
political fence, and on the same dar 
Texas republicans in convention will 
decide on the makeup of their dele- 
gation.

The Georgia conference will be heid 
in Athens on May 81, under auspices 
of the Georgia division of the national 
committee on the cause and cure of 
war. This body ts composed of the 
following 10 organizations: 

Association of University Women, 
Council of Women for Home Mis- 
sions, Federation of Women's Boards 
of Foreign Missions of North Amer- 
ica, Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs, Georgia Couneil of Jewish 
Women, Georgia League of Women 
Voters, Georgia Peace society, Wom. 
en's Christian Temperance’ union, 
Women’s Trade. Union league and 
Young Women's Christian association. 


Robbins To Speak. 


The principal speaker at the Ath- 
ens conference will be Colonel Ray- 
mond Robbins, of Brooksville, Fla.. 
nationally known writer and lecturer. 
The conference will be enalled to order 
by Mrs. J, N. McEachern, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the Georgia ‘committee 
on the cause and cure of war. 

The idea of this series of state 
conferences on peace was suggested by 
Mrs. Carrié Chapman Catt. chairman 
of the national committee, more than 
a month ago.

The penalty Mark L. Gilbert is 
paying for figuratively thumbing his 
nose at a three-inch gun and defying 
the entire cost guard in his rum run- 
ning ship will end on Wednesday 
whgn the former prosperous shipbuild- 
er bids \farewell to the Atlanta fed- 
eral penitentiary, it was revealed Sat- 


urday. 

Gilbert, a man of unquestioned 
nerve, was almost blown out of the 
water before a boarding party made 
him and his crew prisoners, following 
the issuance of orders to the coast 
guard either to bring in his schoon- 
er “Homstead” or blow it up. While 
it lasted his’ was a career on the 
ocean blue that bade fair to rival for 
excitement the adventures on the 
Spanish Main. 

It all started when Gilbert started 
out as a shipbuilder, made money, 
and conceived the idea of running liq- 


vor on a wholesale scale, according 


to advices from New York, where he 
was ~ sentenced. The shipbuilder 
bought the former gunboat U. 8, 5S. 
Lebanon, distinguished for its Span- 


ish-American war service, changed its 
name to the “Taboga” under the flag 
of Panama, and then to the “Hom- 
stead,”’.. with Costa Rican registry. 

Loaded with liquor from an east- 
ern Canada port the .“Homstead” 
cleared to New York under a Costa 
Rican flag, but the Costa Rican gov- 
ernment refused to accept the reg- 
istry and notified thé United States 
government of that fact, so that Gil- 
bert was sailing a pirate craft—with- 
out registry or flag, it is said. The 
coast guard cutter Reylwing found 
the “Homstead”’ 25 miles from Mon- 
tauk Point lighthouse on February 
5, 1925, and ordered Gilbert to hé@rve, 
to for a boarding’ officer.

Radio Board Plans To Start 


Station Elimination June | 


Washington, Mav 19.—(/)—The 
federal radio commission is planning to 
hegin the weeding out of stations June 
lt when the present licenses of all 
broadcasters will expire. 

While the licenses of most of the 
700 ~=broadeasting stations in the 
United States will be extended, a num- 
ber of those considered as not operat- 
ing in public service will be eliminated. 
The reduction in stations will be ; 


ipreliminary step to the general re-allo- 


cation process which will be carried 
out gradually. 

Members of the commission say they 
are proceeding slowly in working out 
an equal allocation plan owing to the 


}many problems to be solved in attain- 
‘ing their two major objectives—com- 
pliance 


with the equal distribution 
clause of the law and the best possible 
radio reception in all parts of the 
country. Judge Ira E. Robinson, 
chairman of the commission. who is 
making an intensive study of the plans 
submitted by the engineers and the 
representatives of the radio industry, 
says the commission wants to erolve a 
setup that will be workable as well as 
in conformity with the law. 

The commission has not indicated 
the sections of country in which the 
“ax will fall.” It is considered 


hkely, however, that stations in the 
southern states will be denied licens 
renewals as the third zone is eonsid- 
erably below its quota on an equal al- 
location basis. The first zone, com 
prising 'the north Atlantic states, and 
the fourth, or middle western zone, 
have more than their share of sta- 
tions and probably will lose several. 
The question of individual station 
merit, however, will be the controlling 
factor in the reduction program. 

Although listeners who have written 
the commission concerning the brond- 
casting situation concerning the broad- 
casting situation have evidenced only 
slight interest in the various engineecr- 
ing plans, a majority have said that 
there are too many stations now. Com- 
missioner Lafount, in charge of ad- 
ministrative duties of the board, says 
that more than 50 per cent of the let 
ters from fans urge a reduction in the 
number of stalioMs as essential to goou 
reception, 

Both good engineering and economic 
considerations necessitate a reduction 
in the number of individual broadcasi- 
ers, Mr. Lafount said.

DIES AT DAWSON 


Dawson, Ga., May 19.—(Special.) 
Robert L. Saville, one of the most 
prominent bankers and business men 
of south Georgia, died at his home 
here today after an illness of one 
week. He had been in declining health 


for more than a year and had spent 
several months last year at a Battle’ 
Creek sanitorium. 

He had recovered sufficiently to at- 
tend to his duties as president of 
Dawson National bank, a position he 
has held for 15 years, until about 
a week ago his health began to give 
him serious worry, which gradually 
grew worse and the end came this 
morning. 

Mr. Saville had been a member of 
the Methodist church for 40 years and 
a steward for 30 years. He was 
also a trustee of Andrew College and 
otherwise prominently connected in 
other church affairs. He was born 
in Stewart county January 13, 1870, 
and came to Terrell county 40 years 
ago, where he began working in the 
old First State bank and from 
that to the wholesale grocery business 
and then to cashier of the bank, of 
which he later became president. 

e was a Mason, past president 
of the Dawson Kiwanis club and 8 
leader in all civic improvemeyts in 
the county. He was also a farmer 
of considerable means and was a mem- 
ber of the Terrell county board of 
agriculture and otherwise prominent- 
ly connected in the development of 
the county and state.

THE OLMPIC SUPER-ATHLETES. 

Within the span of a quarter-century of Olympic competition eight 
athletes, including six Americans and two Finns, have gained the distinc- 
tion of winning three championships in one international meet. | 

Two of them, the first and last to turn the trick, won four events 
each and thereby stand out a little more prominently than any of the 
other ‘super-stars. 

Most every fan knows that the incomparable Finn, Paavo Nurmi, 
captured four races, from 1,500 to 10,000 meters, at the Paris Olympics 
four years ago but only the rabid students of Olympic lore can recall off 
hand that the late Alvin C. Kraenzlein, perhaps Pennsylvania’s greatest 
all-around star, first did the stunt in the 1900 games, also at Paris. 

There was more versatility to Kraenzlein’s feat than Nurmi’s, for the 
Antferican won the 60-yard dash, two hurdle events and the broad jump. 

On the other hand, the Olympic programs in their early days offered 
better opportunities for the all-around stars than the present schedule 
of events, Thus, there were three sprints, at 60, 100 and 200 meters,

Lee Barnes, the University of 
Southern California athlete, is cred-| 
ited with clearing the bar in the pole 
vault at 14 feet 1 3-4 inches. This 
performance bettered the unofficial 
world’s record of 14 feet 1 inch made 
by Sabin Carr of Yale. Barnes is 
a very consistent performer. He has 
beem threatening Carr’s mark since 
the first of the year and finally bet- 
tered it. This mark, together with 
that of Kuck’s, will undoubtedly be 
accepted as American records, but be- 
fore being given world’s recognition 
will have to be sactioned by the In- 
ternational Athletic federation, 

Frank Lombardi, the sensational 
sprinter of the Los Angeles High 
school, recently stepped 100 yards in 
:00 world’s record time. The 
performance was made in the Cali- 
fornia interscholastié federation cham- 
pionships which were condacted by ex- 
perienced officials. This splendid 
piece of work should give the Ameri- 
can team another flier of the world's 
record’ variety. 

Frank Hussey, the former Boston’ 
College sprinter who broke into the 
limelight as a New York high school 
sprinter, also footed the century in 
world’s record time. Hussey hung up 
the mark in an exhibition held in 
connection with a dual meet. between 
the Arthy and Columbia at West Point 
recently. Hussey has been one of the 
nation’s leading fliers for the last two 
years. With Paddock, Borah, Bow- 
man, Lombardi and Hussey facing the 
starter in the Harvard stadium on 
the afternoon of July 7, a new world’s 
mark for 100 yards miay be made. 

Hoosier Star with Javelin. 

Wilmer Rinehart, of Indiana uni- 
versity, is still another athlete to es- 
tablish himself as a formidable con- 
tender for a place on the American 
Olympic team. In a recent dual meet 
with Northwestern, the Hoosier threw 
the «javelin 215 feet 4 inches. . The 
world’s record for this event is 218 
feet 6 7-8 inches, made by Gunner 
Tindstrom, of Sweden, in 1924.

New York, May 19.—Vice presi- 
dent Ayers, of the Cleveland Trust

After pointing out the extent to 
which the price advance has gone 
he makes it plain that the leading 
stocks taken as a group npw yield 
in dividends about half as much as 
it costs to carry them on a margin 
with the speculative holders of these 
stocks confident that they are dis- 


Bloated Levels. 

He then adds: “In the bull stock 
markets of the past 30 years. the 
prices of groups of stocks have re- 
peatedly been carried up to levels

of future possibilities,” 

After pointing out how far behind 
the ticker is running because of the 
widespread public interest In the 
stock market, the necessity of Sat- 
urday closings, the unprecedented ex- 
pansion in brokers’ loans, the seem- 
ingly unsuccessful efforts of the fed- 
eral reserve to check the wild spec- 
ulation he continues: “It is almost 
literally true that great waves of 
speculation like the present one can- 
not be killed off; they have to com- 
mit suicide. They do it by generat- 
ing the belief that speculation is the 


Since the beginning of the war 14 
years ago speculation in: the stock 
market has proved a quick and easy 
road to riches. ‘Tangible evidence of 
this has been increasing in every city 
and town in the country. In the old 
days before the war trading in stocks 
was mostly on tips comparatively few 
of which ever came true. Trading 
in the stock market on the part of the 
big outside public leading up to the 
existing unprecedented situation start- 
ed with rumors that this or that 
“war baby” was making enormous 
profits; rumors that more than came 
true. This lasted through the war 
and afterward boom up to the defla- 
tion period starting in 1920, 

Then in 1921 the bull stoé& mar- 
ket started up all over again on wide- 
spread rumors that this or that Stand- 
ard Oil company was planning to de- 
clare a stock dividend @o escape pay- 
ment of a tax on accumulated sur- 
plus. The surprising thing that really 
happened was the size of the stock 
dividends actually declared by these 
and almost endless list of other com- 


panies. 
Increased Dividends. 


Then we began to hear rumors of 
increased and extra dividends on in- 
creased outstanding stock based on ex- 
panded earnings. In looking back 
at what happened since 1921 in the 
way of extra and increased dividends 
the surprising thing is that the seem- 
ingly greatly exaggerated rumors were 
under-statements of what was ahead. 

‘Then on top of all this we ran into 
a period when talk began to be heard 
that easy money was ahead as far as 
could be seen; that as a result of the 
coming indefinite period of easy 
money there would be a continued 
upward turn of securities prices. These 
rumors like those going before were 
under-statements of what was ahead. 
In brief in recent years especially 
since 1921, never before in the his- 
tory of Wall street have so many 
stock market rumors come through. 
And there is no question but that the 
big outside public has cashed in stock 
marketwise on thesg developments to 
an extent that warrants the conclu- 
sion that speculation in the stock 
market is the quick and easy road 
to riches,

brought about some slight reaction, 
the market as a whole closed the week 
with a substantiui net gain. 

The most spectacular event has 
been the rise of General Motors to a 
new high record. The rapid advance 
in this stock last March, it will be 
recalled, was balted just short of 2U0. 
Slightly below this figure a heavy sup- 
ply of stock was encountered, which 
the demand was not at that time 
strong enough to overcome. In April 
another attempt to advance the stock 
above its old top met @vith no better 
success. 

_ Stock Breaks Through. 

When the stock finally succeeded 
in breaking definitely through this 
old barrier, therefore, the event 
brought in considerable volume of 
buying—of other stocks as well as 
Motors. The enthusiasm  cuntinued 
and such standard issues as Radio, 
Chrysler, Allied Chemical and Amer- 
ican Can were rushed up into new 
high ground. A number of the bet- 
ter railroad stocks were also advanced 
sharply. 

The market’s natural tendency to 
react after so striking a display of 
strength was intensified by the rise 
of call money early last week to the 

per cent level. Some additional 
calling of loans brought further de- 
clines. The market soon rallied. how- 
ever, and at the close was not far he- 
low the high levels reached earlier 
in the week. One curious feature was 
the sharp advance in United States 
Steel in the face of an unfavorable 
unfilled tonnage statement. 

Lack of Regard. 

The stock market thus continues 
to express its lack of regard for the 
reserve banks and for anrthing they 
have done or may be able to do to 
tighten money. ‘The general attitnde 
seems to be that by summer the banks 
will have to begin buying securities 
again in order to have easy money in 
the months preceding the election— 
and this regardless of what the stock 
market does in’ the meantime. . 

It is doubtful if this reasoning is 
correct. Such obvious manipulations 
of the money market for political ends 
would make a bad- impression, par- 
ticularly coming immediately after 
such a stupid piece of work as that 
of the past ten months. The reserve 
authorities have enough black spots 
in their record already without add- 
ing any such crowning blunder.. 

It seems to be assymed in some 
quarters that the present tightness of 
money is the artificial product of re- 
serve bank manipulation. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. It 
was the case of money lasé fall which 
was artificial, and the present tight- 
ening 1s simply a return to noama/l— 
the logical outcome of the enormous 
expansion m credit which has taken 
place over the past year. 

As proof of this statement it mag 
be pointed out that reserve bank «xe- 
curity haldings are now practically 
as large as a year ago. But commer= 
cial loans of the reporting member 
banks are a quarter of a billion 
higher and brokers’ loans close to a 
) higher. In the 
meantime a considerable outflow of 
gold has occurred,

Crip Paralogs Soot You 


Present prospects are for a carlot 
movement of Georgia peaches consid- 
erably above the total of last year, 
due largely to a much heavier crop 


in the north central and northern sec- 
tions—roughly, the territory north of 
facon. Reports receiv by. the 
Georgia cooperative crop reporting 
service indicate only a moderate in- 
crease in prospective shipments from 
ve main, central and southern terri- 
ory. 

For the entire state, a probable 
movement of about 17,000 cars is in- 
dicated, compared with 12,000 cars 
shipped last vear, 17,952 cars in 11926, 
153,513 in 1925, and 13,611 in 1924. 
The final outturn of the crop is, of 
course, dependent upon conditions 
which prevail from now until ship- 
ments are made, as it is impossible to 
determine the size of the crop and 
the percentage of the crop that will 
he shipped with absolute accuracy at 
this time. The figures given above are 
strongly indicated. However, if grow- 
ing and marketing conditions are ex- 
tremely favorable, shipments may pos- 
sihlv exceed the present indication of 
17,000 cars. On the other hand, con- 
ditions less favorable than’ usual. 
which would cause a_ reduction in 
crop prospects, or economic factors 
tending to reduce the percentage of 
the total crop shipped, would result 
in a smaller movement. . 


Substantial Gains. 


Taking the state as a whole, all 
varieties, with the exception of Geor- 
gia Belles, show substantial increases 
over last vear. Hileys show the great- 
est percentage increase—150 per cent 
of last year. Elbertas are expected to 
exceed last year by about 45 per cent, 
the bulk of the crop in the Piedmont 
and northern sections being of this 
variety. 

Trees throughout most of the state 
are well fruited and thinning has 
heen quite general. especially in the 
section north of Macon and in Hiley 
orchards in the eentral and sonthern 
territory. Moisture supply to date 
has been ample and the fruit has 
made very good growth. Cureulio in- 


festation has been Aa light, 
many growers reporting no evidence 
of the pest in their orchards. Winter — 
killing of trees, which was unusually 
severe the past winter, especially in 
the central and southern terri Ae 
and fear of further development 

“nhony” trees, are the major 
plaints this season.

The scope and power resulting 
from such a federation in every state 
in the union number thousands of 
clubs and three millions of women is 
unlimited and ranges from the delight- 
ful little social groups to those larger 
organizations making themselves felt 
in every artery of human activity. 

The federation is a unique organiza- 
tion, our thousands of officers who 
have the responsibility of the machin- 
ery of government should have our 
keenest interest and absolute  confi- 
dence, they are on humanity's parole 
and their stipend checks are signed 
only by love and gratitude, and they 
serve for no other purpose than to 
make this world a better place in 
which to live.

A guest house on the Coffin | 
estate incorporates tabby walls that | 
apparently trace to the Spanish mis- | 
sion that was destroyed by Governor 
Moore's Carolinians in 1698, 

A Great Humanitarian. 

The travelers from abroad who! 
wrote books and articles for the re- 
views of the days between 1800 and | 
the Civil war, make numerous refer- 
ences to Thomas Spalding and Sape- 
loe Island. The Laird of Sapeloe was 
of international reputation as a farm- | 
er, and was regarded as the greatest 
humanitarian among slave owners. 
Defying the Georgia law against plac- 
ing firearms in the hands of the 
blacks he secured 200 muskets from 
the state and armed his able-bodied 
during the war of 1812, and 
the Spalding negroes prevented = a 
British landing party from a man of! 
war from effecting entrance on Sape- 
loe. The Spalding mansion was the 
only one on the six islands not burned 
by the British fleet operating along 
the coast. 

In the diary of Thomas Spalding 
appears what is probably the only de- 
scription extant of the method by | 
which raw African savages were 
taught productive Jabor. He says 
that for a whole year small squads 
of new blacks were sent to the fields 
with leaders of experience as teach- 
ers. The teacher was equipped with 
negro WAas sup- 
plied with a crooked stick only and 
was taught to seratch around the 
plants in imitation of the effective 
hoeing of his instructor. The slave 
from the jungle could not be en- 
trusted with an edged tool or allowed 
to choose between cotton plant and 
weed. After a full year of imita- 
tion under instruction the new hands 
were given hoes for the war on grass, 
but were closely supervised for two

lem that faces the United States to- 
day.

The wiseacres 
of the older generation simply do not 
know what they are talking about! 
They are drawing sweeping and un- 
warranted conclusions from surface 
ingications!’”” So I was assured one

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‘day by a thoughtful group of stu- 
dents. 

“Very well,” I said, “where shall 
we find the truth? If you know they 
are wrong you must know what is 
right. _ Let’s get at it.” 


The upshot of the conversation 
was that we decided to make a case 
study of the problem, to go to indi- 
viduals of the younger generation, to 
probe their reactions and to discover 
what they were actually thinking in 
this much discussed and over-theoriz- 
ed problem of sex and life. 

In due time a questionnaire was 
prepared and presented to a number 
of mixed classes of men- and women. 
None of the questionnaires was to be 
Signed, and any student, feeling that 
_the questions asked were too personal 

or unduly inguisitorial, had the privi- 

lege of returning the paper blank. 
One hundred and forty-seven men 
and 138 women respondcd—and not 
five students who had the opportunity 
failed to make a return. 

This was a most gratifying result 
and indicative of the students’ real in- 
terest. I was prepared to throw out 
any number of facetious replies by 
students whose sense of humor got 
the better of them, but only three 
such appeared. The questionnaire 
was of necessity limited, some twenty 
questions being asked, and these care- 
fully chosen to indicate some basic 
attitude or ideal. 

One young man who is to be mar- 
ried next month told me that if he 
had answered the questionnaire a 
year ago he would have scoffed at 
the idea of marrying before the age 
of thirty. I believe he is now twenty- 
one or twenty-three. -The trouble ts 
that he has fallen in love. 

A professor suggested that we add 
this question: ‘‘In spite of the above 
answers, if the right girl (er man) ap- 
peared on the scene, would you throw 
discretion to the winds and marry 
anyway?” We did not include the 
question—we felt that we knew the 
correct answer even if the youngster 
answered ‘‘No.”’ 

Obviously, our study shows only 
present and unmarried attitudes to- 
ward marriage. The actual outcome 
may be somewhat different. But, at 
least, these are the attitudes and 
ideals which will more or less imflu- 
ence future trends. 

In our necessarily limited question- 
naire we decided to attempt to dis- 
cover age facts and marriage age at- 
titudes and expectations, conditions 
of the pre-requisites to marriage, the 
expectation of children and attitudes 
toward the so-called companionate 
marriage. At the end we invited free 
comment and, if possible, the indi- 
vidual’s definition of what he would 
be willing to label companienate 
marriage. Many cogent and desir- 
able questions had to be omitted, but 
those used have proved full of meat. 

To begin with, we discovered that 
the men who answered the question- 
naire averaged twenty years of age 
and the women were a half-year 
younger. The youngest was seven- 
teen. and a very few had reached the 
age of thirty, but the marked points 
of concentration were at the averages 
indicated. 

We wanted to know their opinion 
as to the ideal age for marriage, not 
for themselves but as a general prop- 
osition. The men answered twenty- 
five, but the women said twenty-one 
and a half. It is interesting to note 
to note that these ages are nearer to 
the biologically ideal age for mar- 
riage in the case of the women than 
in the case of the men. 

Next we asked them at what age 
they personally expected to be in a 
position to contract marriage. Inter- 
estingly enough, each group placed it 
at one year beyond the ‘i#eal age, or 
twentv-six for the men and twenty:

two and a half for the women. This 
means a wait of six vears for the men 
and three fer the women. 

As these answers were compared 
with others in the questionnaire, 
those of us who studied the returns 
had the distinct feeling that they were 


colored by the unbounded optimism 


of youth. The ideal age was closely 
correlated with the expected age {a 
rationalization, perhaps) and, as will 
be seen, the men had high hopes of 
rather phenomenal economic accom- 
plishment during the six years they 
still had to go. Of these six years 
two-thirds will be spent in college and 
further professional traiming and the 
remainder are available for establish- 
ing themselves professionally and ac- 


- quiring the necessary “nest egg.” 


As to conditions of the prerequis- 
ites to marriage, we discovered that 
four-fifths of the men and two-thirds 
of the women were unwilling even to 
consider marriage while still in col- 
lege. Naturally, the men, on whom 
the burden would fall the hardest, 
were less willing than the women to 
consider the proposal. 
of the men and one-fourth of the 
women felt that marriage should not 
be entered into until the contracting 
parties were in a position to maintain 
a decent standard of living without 
parental subsidy, financial aid from 
employment by the wife or the prac- 
tice of undue domestic economy. 

The men replied that to mamtain 
this standard of living an income of 
$4,000 a year and a nest egg of $3,- 
500 would be necessary. The esti- 
mates of the women were exactly 
$500 higher in each case. Less than 
half of the men were willing to have 
their wives face the necessity of un- 
due economy during the early years 
of married life and less than one- 
third of them were willing that their 
wives should be gainfully. employed 
outside the home. Of those who were 
willing, the majority acquiesced not 
on the grounds of economy but be- 
cause they felt that it would be bet- 
ter for the wife. Three-quarters of 
the women, on the other hand, were 
willing to do both. 

We discovered that fully one-third 
of the women were or had been gain- 
fully employed to the average extent 
of two-thirds of their entire support. 
A dozen were at the time entirely 
self-supporting—working and mak- 
ing their way through college. There 
was a markedly larger amount of 
willingness to economize and help 
financially among these than among 
those who had always been depend- 
ent on their families. 

Only one definitely rebelled. She 
said: “No! I have had enough of it. 
lam not ~~ >¢ to marry till I can be 
suns want children and I

want the privilege of bringing 
them up.” 

One can not blame her. My only 
surprise is that this was not the typi- 
cal attitude. The women of this group 
also gave the information desired in 
a more business-like manner and had 
a far better sense of economic values. 
It is interesting here to note that the 
women in general made a far poorer 
job of answering the questionnaires 
than did the men. It was quite evi- 
dent that the men had more definite 
ideas and had already accorded the 
problem more serious consideration. 
This, however, was to be expected. 

And what may be learned from the 
above as to their attitudes toward 
marriage? They are giving if seri- 
ous consideration and are not plan- 
ning, at least, to take the fateful step 
without due thought. They are de- 
termined not to limp into the mar- 
riage market with the aid of crutches, 
but full steam ahead, under their 
own power. They are optimistic, as 
evidenced by the fact that they ex- 
pect to have incomes of $4,000 and 
reserves of $3,500 within two years 
of entering active hfe. The men 
show great consideration for thei 
women (perhaps too much), and the 
women ate “good sports,” for three- 
fourths of them are willing to play 
the game and share the economic 
burden. 

Now as to children. The results 
are most interesting and typical at 
last. They show that the two sexes 
are in effective agreement. How 
many Children would you like? The 
men answered 2.5 and the women 
2.6. How long shall you expect to 
wait until the first child is_. born? 


' And( inexplicably enough, the aver- 


ages proved to be the same, 2.5 years 
for the men and 2.6 for the women. 


There were only ten in the entire 
group who-replied that they wanted 
no children at all, and these were 
equally divided between the men and 
women. More significant still, less 
than five individuals wanted one-child 
families. The largest number desir- 
ed was six, and there were but two 
of these and one who wanted five 
children. The remainder were twos, 
threes and a few fours—a truly .re- 
markable degree of agreement. | 

Now, why did they decide upon 
two or three children? The number 
reflects first of all the prevailing 
Style in the size of families. The 
changing style in turn reflects eco- 
nomic pressure— the number of chil- 
dren the average family can support 
and still maintain the now high stand- 
ard of living. It also reflects the de- 
mand made by society for future citi- 
zens. So long as there was free land 
for the taking and so long as the'in- 
fant mortality rate was high, the de- 


mand was large. Today we cannot 
take care of as rapid a population in- 
crease as we could a century ago, 
and, added to that, a smaller num- 
ber of children per family actually re- 
sults in a larger net increase than 
formerly. The young folks in our 
Study have not thought about the 
matter particularly and thereby come 
to a conscious decision. They have 
merely reacted to a given situation; 
they have responded to convention. 


Finally we come to the most in- 
teresting phase of all in the study. 
What do you think of Judge Ben 
Lindsey’s brand of companionate 
marriage? Here came a surprise, 
both for them and for us. For when 
we had stated the judge’s official 
three-fold definition, they were loath 
to believe that that was what it really 
was. The judge defines companion- 
ate marriage as (a) legal marriage, 
(b) with legalized birth control and 
(c) with divorce by mutual consent 
for childless couples, usually without 
alimony. : 

lf youth is “flaming” and sexually 
irresponsible, this was where we 
would discover the evidence, Legal 
marriage? Certainly, if youth is in 
revolt against the older marriage re- 
Strictions and restraints we would find 
it here. Yet only five per cent of the 
women and six per cent of the men 
were opposed to legal marriage. They 
were overwhelmingly in favor of the 
old-tashioned kind—the tie that 
binds. . 

And legalized birth control? With 
birth control, not legalized, in very 
wide operation we might have ex- 
pected a huge majority to favor it. 
Yet, surprisingly enough, only two- 
thirds of the men and less than three- 
quarters of the women declared they 
were in favor of it. 

With regard to free and easy di- 
vorce bordering on trial marriage, the 
ratios were just reversed. Two-thirds 
of the women and three-quarters of 
the men expressed themselves as ap- 
proving it. Here also the quesiion 
was largely one of the legal recog- 
nition of a condition already in op- 
eration, for divorce by collusion ac- 
complishes all the judge could ask 
through the legalization of what we 
now have. 

But the real criterion was found in 
the question: ‘‘Would you like com- 
panionate marriage for yourself?” 
Less than half answered “‘yes.”” Many 
of them expanded the answer and in- 
dicated that while they agreed with 
Judge Lindsey’s propositions in the- 
ory, they very definitely wanted none 
of it-for themselves: and the women 
more so than the men. 

Here are the comments of a few 
of the women: 

‘I will find no necessity for it.”’ 

“Il have not given the matter much 
thought; a stupid arrangement for le- 
galized prostitution.” 

“Any two people living together 
and postponing having children till 
they are financially able are indulg- 
ing in a companionate marriage. I. 
don’t know what all the fuss is about. 
Any two intelligent people who have 
enough foresight and are willing to 
‘play the game according to the rules 
of the game’ will have a companion- 
able marriage. It has always been 
so.’”’ 

“By companionate = marriage I! 
mean a legal marriage, in which the 
two people concerned expect to be 
true companions to one another. No 
rules need to be set for divorce, for 
the prospect of divorce does not en- 
ter into their calcutations.’’ 

“l want my. marriage to be a 
companionable marriage in the best 
sense of the term—love, coopera- 
tion to the last ditch; children, of 
course, and no thought of divorce.”’

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What Has Happened to Justice? 


Man Who Possessed Pint of Gin In 
Michigan Given Life, the Same 
Penalty as Killers Pay 
In That State 


HAT has happened to justice 

when a citizen can be im- 

prisoned for life for possess- 

ing a pint of liquor in his 

home? Is there not some- 

thing wrong with a criminal 
code which prescribes the same pen- 
alty for a series of liquor violations 
as tor the most henious atrocities man 
can conceive?

The laws of the state of Michigan 
do not permit the execution of mur- 
derers, but they are not averse to im- 
posing a sentence of life imprison- 
ment upon a person caught with a 
pint of liquor in his home. The par- 
ticular case is that of Fred Palm, of 
Lansing, now serving life in the Jack- 
son penitentiary. 

Palm was the first person on whom 
Michigan’s new ‘habitual criminal’ 
law took effect. According to the 
record, he was convicted of at least 
four felonies, and so by the terms of 
this measure he simply. had to be sen- 
tenced to life. The last four convic- 
tions against him were for prohibition 
violations, which are called felonies 
in Michigan. 

That is to say, Michigan regards a 
prohibition violation as one of the 
gravest offenses, in the same group 
as rape, murder, kidnaping, highway 
robbery and-other such crimes against 
society. 

A Storm Center. 

No judge or jury had any author- 

ity to temper justice in Palm’s case— 


the law required that he be sentenced 
to prison for the rest of life. And so 
he was. As we shall see, however, 
the matter has not ended there. In 
fact the fight has only just begun. 

From the looks of things, Fred 
Palm is becoming the storm center of 
as lively a controversy as this prohi- 
bition era has seen. It is not unlikely 
that this case may mark the turning 
point of the great war that has been 
going on since Volstead drafted his 
famous (or infamous, if you feel that 
way) measure. Quite possibly the 
‘‘pint-of-gin lifer’ will figure promi- 
néntly in the coming presidential 
campaign, especially if prohibition 
becomes an issue. 

And if that happens, then future 
histories of our country may have 
quite a lot to say about this man Palm

and the bottle which caused Michigan 
justice to rank him with bomb fiends 
and baby killers. 

According to the Lansing police, 
Palm’s record at the time he was sen- 
tenced contained at least six convic- 
tions of crimes classed as felonies in 
Michigan. The first of these, not 
committed in Lansing, was, the police 


Leland W. Carr, of the Ingham coun- 
ty circuit court, the accused man 
ironically enough threw himself on 
the mercy of the court—that is, he 
pleaded guilty. He felt that he did 
not have enough funds to hire ade- 
quate legal aid. He thought at the 
time that it would mean at the most 
only a few months in jail.

say, either grand larceny or breaking 
and entering, the conviction being re- 
corded in 1914. The second convic- 
tion was in 1920, when he was sent 
to Leavenworth federal prison for de- 
facing currency.by raising a bill. 

All the subsequent convictions 
were for violations of the liquor laws. 

Palm was convicted in July, 1924, 
of illegal possession 
and _ transportation 
of intoxicants: again 
in February, 1925, 
this time of illegal 
furnishing of liquor; 
again’ in December, 
1926, of illegal sale 
of liquor; and final- 
ly came the culmi- 
nating offense —in 
September, 1 9 2 7, 
Shortly after Michi- 
gan adopted its hab- 
itual criminal law— 
the possession of a 
pint of gin’ in his 
home. 

The. police say 
that they went to his 
home that night of 
September 27 be- 
cause Palm _ had 
jumped his bond on 
another case pending at the time and 
they were trying to rearrest him. Ap- 
parently their search of the house 
was merely incidental. At any rate, 
they found the damning bottle half 
full of gin, and so they haled Palm 
off to the lockup. 

When he was taken before Judge

But the Lansing man had miscal- 
culated the importance of his latest 
crime against society. 

The prosecuting officers recalled 
his previous convictions and decided 
that here was a case which came un- 
der Michigan’s new and untried Har- 
ris code of criminal procedure, a 
measure passed by the 1927 legisla- 
ture and embodying 
much the same hab- 
itual crim‘nal pro- 
visions as those of 
the Baumes laws of 
New York. They 
decided that Palm’s 
past recard’ was suf- 
ficiently damn ing, 
under the Michigan 
definition of a pro- 
hibition law infrac- 
tion as a felony, to 
put the suspected 
bootlegger away for 
the rest of his days. 

And no humani- 
tarian judge or sen- 
timental jury could 
have anything to 
say about it. The 
habitual crim inal 
provision of the 
code was manda- 
tory, binding on the court as soon as 
the four convictions were proved. 


The consequence was that on Sep- 
tember 30 the young man—he was in 
his early thirties—was again taken 
before Judge Carr, this time charged 
with being a habitual criminal as de- 
fined in the Harris code. And the 


automatic judgment of the court was 
that this defendant be Confined in the 
state prison at Jackson at hard labor 
until the end of his life. 


Palm was whisked off to Jackson 
to live among murderers and other 
malefactors who get the extreme 
penalty in Michigan. 

Among the Michigan lifers at this 
time was Asa Bartlett, who sent a 
bomb to a political enemy and killed 
three persons—two of them a young 
couple about to be married. 
Later there would be another lifer in 
a Michigan’ prison—Adolph Hotelt- 
ling, who kidnaped little Dorothy 
Schneider and cut her body to pieces 
with a penknife. 


As one might expect, Palm had not 
been on his way very long before 
telegraph wires were telling the world 
that a Michigan man had been put 
away for life because he possessed a 
pint of gin. It was, of. course, just 
the sort of case that would arouse 
anti-prohibitionists. They called the 
sentence cruel in the extreme. 

But Judge Carr didn’t think it was 
cruel. Hé declared in an interview 
the day after he sentenced Palm that 
the new code would mean the death 
of bootlegging in Michigan. 

“The bootlegger is the greatest re- 
peater in the history of crime,” he 
said, “and a little advertisement of 
the fact that a fourth conviction 
means the last one, should cure the 
majority. The remainder will get out 
of Michigan as the gunmen are sup- 


posed to have LO. out ot New York. 


“We protect society from the in- 
sane and the diseased by putting them 
away. Why shoud we hesitate to put 
away habitual criminals? ”’ 

The Rev. R. N. Holsaple, Michigan 
executive of the Anti-Saloon_ league, 
hailed the new code as a powerful 
weapon against the ‘‘whole booze 
gang.’’ He predicted that the code 
would have a very salutary effect, 
adding, “I know a few fellows who 
are dangling on the edge right now. 
We will help take care of.them.” 

First. to offer aid to Palm was a

It was in a time when one craftsman did al. the work on any article he 
made. Thus Dickey’s grandsire made “lock, stock and barrel” of every one 
of the prized guns he turned out. Im this there seemed little chance for 
gratifying his taste for drawing. But the gunsmith made his own chance. 

Not content with hewing and carving the stock and fashioning the bare 
rel and trigger and hammer all out of raw material and by hand, he im- 
proved the muzzle-loading guns of his make still further. He engraved 
strikingly lifelike dogs and game birds—also wholly by hand—on the lock- 
and-breech-plates of the guns he turned out. Self-taught he was, and 
spurred on by the genius which nas made his grandson worid-renowned. 
His engraved dogs were masterpieces. Some of them are preserved to this 
day in collectors’ cabinets. 

. As for Robert L. Dickey himseif, he and the Civil War burst upon the 

world together in 1861. Not only the old gunsmith but all Dickey’s more-im- 

mediate relatives were keeniy interested in animals and in animal illustra- - 
tion. Thus from babyhood the future artist imbibed a taste and a talent for 

the theme which one day was to make him immorial. 

me As a child he began to draw oddly deft and lifelike pictures of his uncle’s 

record-smashing trotting horses. He sketched them crossing under the wire, he sketched them rubbed down 

aiter a race, he sketched them recuperating from hammered hoof-frogs in lush meadows. He sketched them 

as colts, he sketched them as old and broken-down and pensioned “crocks.” Dickey's life work had begun. 

One of these drawings, in a moment of wild confidence, young Dickey sent to “The Youth’s Companion,” a 
magazine he and I loved in the ancient days. The drawing was accepted and paid for and published. This to 
the artist’s dumb amaze and to the thrilled delight of his family. 

For years thereafter one paper and magazine after another carried Dickey’'s horse illustrations and sketches. 
He won for himself a name as the best delineator of horses in all the field of illustrators. This at an age when 
most boys are absorbing interesting facts about the relation of the square of the hypotenuse of a right-angled 
triangle to the sum of the squares of the other two sides. 

But all the time, as a sideline and solely for his own pleasure, he was drawing dog pietures. One of these, at 
last, he sent to dear old John Ames Mitchell, (on whose white memory be peace and eterna] happiness!) of “Life.” 
Mitchell saw at once the rare new vein of art and humor laid open by the Continued on page fourteen

Barnard Pierce, present prosecutor 
and the official who ordered the final 
indictment against Palm. Hittle got 
into communication with Louis Cuvil- 
lier, of New York, and soon things 
began to move. 

Cuvillier, an assemblyman-= and 
executive of the National Constitu- 
tional Liberty league, an. outgrowth 
of the National Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment, branded 


Palm’s sentence as the cruel work of 
fanatics. A few weeks later he made 
a trip to Lansing to investigate the 
case thoroughly. 

“I believe this is the greatest injus- 
tice that has ever been known in this 
country,” Cuvillier stated after he 
had studied the case. “I am most 
certainly going to fight this sen- 
tence.”’ 

Letter to Court. 

Cuvillier recommended that the 
National Constitutional Liberty 
league take the necessary legal steps 
toward overthrowing the law under 
which Palm was sentenced, and pres- 
ently H. Stanley Copeland, secretary 
of the league, came on to Detroit and 
opened an office there. 

The outcome of this was a letter 
from the ‘‘pint-of-gin lifer” to the 
state supreme court, accompanied by 
a petition incorporating the main 
points to be emphasized in a possible 
appeal. 

In this letter Palm advanced the 
claim that the final arreet, en which 
the hatibual criminal charge was 
placed, could not have been Jegal as 
the police had not been equipped 
with a search warrant when they en- 
tered the house. The statement also 
called attention to the fact that three 
of the convictions of which he was 
specifically accused in the indictment 
were violations af the liquor law. 

Though the last four convictions 
were for liquor law infractions, the 
prosecution had included the convic- 
tion which sent him to Leavenworth. 

The letter follows: 

Jackson prison, 
Jackson, Mich., 
Match 18, 1928. 

Supreme Court of Michigan: 

] am sending you herewith my 

petition for issue of writ of error 

or writ of certiorari, so that my 
matter may come before you for 
review and determination. 

As petition reads, | am a pris- 
oner in Jackson state prison, the 
first one to be sent here for life 
on the fourth conviction for 
crimes called felonies in the 
state of Michigan. Three of 
those offenses were violations of 
the Michigan prohibition law, 

“the fast one the possession of a 
pint of liquor in‘ my _ home, 
where no sale was alleged to 
have taken place and where no 
warrant was ever issued for 
search and seizure. 

Yet so trivial did the charge 
appear to me that there was no 
resort to legal counsel, or objec- 
tion to the course of the prose- 
cution. 


ORIENTAL LUCK 
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Once sent here with a life 
sentence imposed, | was unable 
to furnish or get the money 
needed for the sort of legal serv- 
ice | needed; so several months 
have gone by without any peti- 
tion being filed for the writ of 
error.

Four main points were stressed 
the accompanying petition, namely: 

1. That the trial court erred in al- 
lowing the prosecution to place a 
habitual criminal charge against Palm 
without submitting the case to a jury. 

‘That the court errer in allow- 
ing the prosecution to include in the 
list of alleged felonies committed by 
Palm the passing of counterfeit or 
altered currency, which it is claimed 
is not a felony under the Michigan 
Statutes. 

3. That the habitual criminal pro- 
vision of the new Harris code of 
criminal procedure is void in that it 
contravenes the state and national 
constitutions through permitted in- 
carceration for life upon conviction 
of four felonies, none of which need 
necessarily involve moral turpitude. 


4. That the state prohibition law, 
under which various liquor offenses 
are classed as felonies, is void in that 
it classifies mere possession of liquor 
as a felonious crime, an interpretation 
for which no warrant can be found 
either in the state or the national pro- 
hibition amendments. 

The supreme court, of course, 
could invalidate the sentencing of 
Palm by upholding any one of the 
four points or by holding his arrest 
illegal in the final raid on his resi- 
dence.

Law Assailed. 


Some hope for the success of 
Palm’s appeal was generated soon 
afterward when Justice Walter H. 
North, of the supreme court, in an 
address before a Lansing luncheon 
Club, bitterly assailed the habitual 
criminal provision of the criminal 
code and particularly condemned its 
mandatory nature. 


Judge North declared that this act 
had made mere “adding machines or 
multiplication tables” of the circuit 
judges, allowing them no discretion 
in the administration of this unusu- 
ally severe law. He did not refer to 
the Palm case by name, but he point- 
ed out that a man may receive a life 
sentence for committing four fel- 
onies, none of which is of the com- 
mon law variety and none of which 
may involve actual moral turpitude. 

All this agitation in behalf of the 
life termer in Jackson did not go un- 
answered. Zealous prohibitionists in 
Michigan bitterly opposed every 


move to reduce the sentence or to 
overthrow the law. Attorney Gen- 
eral William M. Brucker asserted that 
if Palm gained a hearing from the 
higher court he would file a brief an- 
swering ‘all the arguments advanced. 

The authorities, in an attempt to 
justify themselves in this instance, 


- had much to say about Palm’s past. 


Chief of Police Alfred Seymour, of 
Lansing, for example, said that he 
had known Palm for years and 
‘never knew him to do an_ honest 
day’s work.”” The authorities insist- 
ed that Palm was a true habitual of- 
fender not only for the legally de- 
fined felonies he had committed but 
for his “countless petty infractions 


which kept him constantly either in 
jail, in court or out on bond.’”’ 


Furthermore, they stated that 
Palm was almost constantly conduct- 


ing illicit amours which frequently 
got him into trouble. They said he 
deserted a wife and several children 
in Toledo and that he and the wom- 
an he later married in Lansing were 
jointly charged with a statutory of- 
fense before the ceremony toek 
place. 

In reply to such statements as 
these, the representatives of the Na- 
tional Constitutional Liberty league 
and others active in the controversy 
pointed out that Palm’s past had, 
reallv, nothing to do with the case. 
In their opinion, the fact that he 
might never have’done an_ honest 
day’s work, or that he was forever 
getting into hot water because of 
amorous adventures, was beside 
issue. 

The fact was, they maintained, 
that Fred Palm had been sentenced to 
life imprisonment for breaking the 
most fragile law ever incorporated in 
a book of statutes. They insisted that 
there must be something wrong with 
a criminal code which prescribes the 
same penalty for a series of liquor 
violations as for the most henious 
atrocity man can conceive. 

If Palm deserved life imprison- 
ment, they declared, theg surely 
Adolph Hotelling should be boiled in 
oil,
